The bill introduced by Senator ]?oley 


rediatncting the Judicial District* of the 
State, which passed the Senate and was 
referred to tha Assembly on the 27th 
day of February, 1885, taken up out of 
its order and rushed through that body 
on the aams day, ia thought by many 
clearly unconstitutional. Rumor has it, 
that the bill was drawn up by one of the 
ablest lawyers of the State, who not only 
drew it up but pressed its passage. 
Some claim the meaaure was and is in 
the direct interest of the corporations of 
the State. Be ail these aa they may, it 
ia very important that all questions rel- 
ative to the Act should be settled by our 
Courts, in time to gars trouble. 
The 


ablest discussion of the questions in- 
volved that we have seen is by the Daily 
Tinies-Revi*w. It boldly takes the po- 
sition that tbe Act ia unconstitutional, 
and presents what we might justly term 
a full brief, sustaining the position. No 
one can road the article without being 
made a convert to that side, until at 
least the other side is heard from. 
It 


behooves the author of the bill, and its 
friends to uutke a showing in its favor. 


The National Bunk *'lni»uce». 


A Washington dispatch says: The 


first quarter of tha fiscal year and the 
first half year of the new administration 
has closed. The customs shows a fall- 
ing off of $2,500,000, and internal rev- 
enue is hardly changed aa compared 
with last year. The ordinary expendi- 
ture are reduced $7,000,000 in the three 
months. Ponsiond show an increase ol 
more than two million dollars, and the 
interest shows a very slight reduction. 


The stock of silver dollars owned by 


the Government was a little over $48,- 
000,000 on the last day of March. 
It 


waa almost $68,000,000 on the last day 
of June, and on the last day of Septem- 
ber it was $74,743,127. Tba outstand- 
ing silver certificates have diminished 
$19,000,000, in six months, while the 
number of silver dollars in the Treas- 
ury has increased $9,000,000, and the 
silver owned by the Government has 
increased nearly $20,000,000. 


The Treasurer's balance, or so-called 


surplus, iii the Treasury, according to 
the form of statement introduced by 
Treasurer Jordan, was $22,255,025 on 
the lait day of March 
On the last day 


of September it bad increased more than 
$41,000,000, and amounted to $63,903,- 
100. 
By the form of statement need 


until Mr, Jordan became Treasurer, the 
surplus in the Treasury on Sept. 30th, 
was $181,441,852. 
In spite of this 


large increase of surplus there has been 
no bond call by this Administration, 
and none has been made since Septem- 
ber, 1884.

Illicit Hoe use iii tMit Angelns. 


LOB Angeles is about to try the ex- 


periment of high license. There are 
about 150 saloons in the city, the month- 
ly license being heretofore $10 and $15 
per month. The new ordinance, which 
has been signed by tbe Mayor, goes 
into effect November 1st, and provides 
that each saloon shall hereafter pay a li- 
cense of $50 a month. It is provided 
that no license to keep a saloon, bar or 
other place for the sale of spirtuons, 
vinous, malt or other mixed liquors 
shall bo issued to any person until a 
permit in writing is obtained from the 
Board of Police Commissioners. The 
Commissioners also have power to is- 
sue such a permit and revoke the same 
for 
cause. 
Still another provision 


is that any saloon keeper convicted of 
selling liquor to a child or minor shall 
be fined not less than $25 or more than 
$500, and no further license to be grant- 
bim for one year from conviction. 


The Special Board of Naval officers 


appointed to consider plana for the 
building of the additional war vessels, 
authorized by the last Congress, has 
submitted its report, which was made 
public. It recommen ds plans in detail 
'or the construction of the two cruisers 
of 3,000 to 5,000 tons displacement, 
costing, exclusive of armament, not less 
than $1,100,000.
